Carlist Or«an Thinks That Spain Should 
Be on Her Guard. 

London, Jan.- 29.— The Correro, organ 
of the Carliata, diacusBlng; th^ viait of the 

United States battleship Maine to Hav- 
ana, thinks the Spanish public is justifi- 
ably alarmed, adding : " As a matter of 
fact, it ia thegovernmoLt itielf which is 
serioualy alarmed, every effort being 
madetodiegaiseit." 

In spite of the oflScial statement of 
Admiral Cerveraa, admiral of fleet, on 
Tuesday last, at a conference vfith the 
minister of marine, when be asserted 
that recent evolutions had demonstrated 
the perfect condition of the Spanish 
fleet, Admiral Cerveras in reality knew 
that there was not a ship ready for 
service, that veeeela not actually in dry- 
dock ought to be there, that many of the 
boilers were defective, that some ships 
were not yet armed, and that most ves- 
sels require cleaning. In view of the 
perHdiousnees of the United States, it is 
not BurpriBing that, such, neglect and 
helpleasneBB creates alarm.

RossLAND, Jan, 29. — ^Local repreeenta 
tivea of D. C. Corbin have succeeded in 
obtaining tbe endoreation of the c incil 
of the RoBBlaud board of trade for a rail 
way charter from Cascade City to Grand 
Forks. There are sixteen members of 
the council, but only five put in an ap- 
pearance at the meeting, which was 
called by the president of the board of 
trade at tho request of Mr, Corbin's 
agents.

British Troops Despatched for ilonil 
Support of Claims ou Afi icaii 
West Coast. 



London, Jan. 29. — After an unusually 
prolonged period of extreme tension all 
signs point to early improvement, if not 
to a complete solution, of the various 
political problema agitating the nerves 
of Great Britain. The foreign and colo- 
nial offices are beginning to see dayliglit 
through the darkness which has long 
been enveloping the Far East, West 
Africa, the Upper Nile and India, and 
uclesB signs fail the Marquis of Salis- 
bury and Mr. Joseph Onamberlain .wiir 
divide hohdrB and Great Britain will' se- 
cure about all she asks. So far as China 
is concerned) this- view, in connection 
with the speech of Mr. Curzon, parlia- 
menta'ry secretary for the foreign office, 
at Bolton on Tuesday, and the reported 
acceptance of the British loan, ia gener- 
ally regardeJ as correct. Mr. Curzon 
foreshadows the probable buccces of the 
negotiations for the achievement of 
Great Britain's purpose in keeping the - ■ 
ports free to the whole world and the 
maintenance of treaty rights whereby 
" spheres of influence are rendered im- 
possible." 

The P.useian proposal of a loan to 
China on the same terms as Great Brit- 
ain was not taken seriously. It is 
understood that she has not the money 
herself ^without drawing upon her war 
reserve fund. 

Paris is.daily showing le^a inclination 
to burn', its fingers in a game in^rhich 
even if BucceBafur Busaia would' be the 
only gainer, while Germany appears to 
have come completely round to the 
British side. Throughout the situation 
has never been so alarming as eensation- 
alists attempted to paint it. Hence tiie 
Czar's peacefnl assurances and Lord 
George Hamilton's statement in bis 
speech on Tuesday that relations with ' 
Russia wero entirely satisfactory, did 
not surprise those well informed. 

Some London correspondents of the 
provincial papers, having access to gov- 
ernment circles, point out that for some 
strange reason the action of Italy baa 
been ignored for a factor in the Far 
Eastern situation, though she is playing 
a by no means unimportant part in it. 
She is diplomatically backing up Great 
Britain in her demand for free ports 
aud is prepared in certain eventualities 
to go further, namely,^ithe Italian war- ; 
ships will act in cbnoertlwitb ttieBritiBti' 
in the Mediterranean and elBewhere. ' 

Turning to AVest Africa, an ofiicial of 
the colonial office informs the Associated 
Press that the impossibility of securing 
witnesees from the west coast earlier is 
the reason for the delay in the Paris ne- 
gotiations. Some of the most important 
witnesses only arrived last week, and 
are now in Paris. Thus far all British 
demands have been conce(ied nominally 
and "provisionally pending the result 
of the convention," But Mr, Chamber- 
lain is perfectly Eatisfied that tiie British 
claims will be upheld, and that the 
French will be confined westward of a 
line prolonged from the present Lagos- 
Dahomey frontier to tha Niger, an& 
along ftie right bank of the Niger to Say.. 
In the meantime be does not propose to- 
risk being caught napping by a possible - 
adverse decision of the convention, so he 
is pushing troops and supplies to the ■ 
front as rapidly as ])oaBible, A new 
regiment of 2,000 Hauseas were enrolled' 
at Radan during tho last few weeks, andi 
detachments will bo pent to the front as 
soon as the men are efficient. 

In regard to tho Upper Nile, the in- 
teresting news which Mr. Curzon drop- 
ped on Tuesday to the effect that ratifi- 
cation of a treaty between Great Britain 
and I^ing Menelik of Abyssinia baa juBt 
been exchanged, and that the govern- 
ment proposes shortly to accredit a. 
direct representative at the Abysiuian 
court baa given great Batiafaction as' 
helping to solve tbe question of the Up- 
per Nile. 

The termfi of the treaty will not he 
divulged until presented to parliament, 
but hints dropped at the colonial office 
indicate that tho agreement is based on 
the principle that friendly Abyssinia on 
Upper Nile is preferable to hostile 
France. Therefore King Menelik will 
bo allowed to gratify his ambition in tho 
equatorial hinterland in a manner not 
interfering with Auglo-Exyptian plans.

Canadian-Anstraiian Uner Beaches 
Victoria After a Fijiie Trip- 
Miners for Kidiidilce. 



The Canadian-AuBtraiiah liner War- 
rimoo, Charlea W. Hay commander, 
reached Victorii'. from Australia liiGt 
niulit about 9 o'clock. Sue liad aboard 
about 75 pagsenizerB, among them some 
20 minora from Coolgardie, bound for the 
Yukon. The Warrimoo left Sydney on 
January 8, and touched at Wullinglon, 
N.Z,, at midnight ou tbo 7tb, after a 
fine passage. . After a delay of four 
hoarsi vaituig ifor mails from the South, 
the vessel proceeded to Suva, which she 
reached on the 13(b, after experiencing 
some moderate bead winds. To Hono- 
lulu strong adverse winds and sea were 
met until the Fiji group waa passed, 
when there waa fine weather until 
the Hawaiian capital waa reached, 
on the 2l8t, Therfi W6r0 moderate 
southerly and westerly winda cu the rest 
of the voyage. It may be mentioned 
that this is the initial trip of the Warri- 
moo under the now mail contract for the 
service between Now Zealand and Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

.The familiar face of Mr. Balmain the 
parser is missed this trip. He was taken 
very ill on the voyage out and was landed 
at Wellington, Kew Zealand, very aick. 
Hia place is filled by Mr. A. £. Bonlton, 
a very good choice, as ho, like- his pre- 
deceBSor, is exceedingly courteous and 
capable in carrying out the trying duties 
of liis office. 

Among the cabin pasaengera was 
Jjiout.-Col. Samuel Hughea; M.P., of 
Lindsay, Out. He has made the trip to 
Australia partly on buaineaa and partly 
on pleasure. He did not stop here but 
went on to Vancouver, being desirous of 
catching the Eastern train to-day. The 
Imperial parliament was represented in 
the person of Mr. J. Lowlea, M,P., who 
is also just returning from a short trip to 
the Antipodes. About a dozen of the 
tJftsaengers disembarked at Victoria, 
some of them to outfit here for the trip 
tQ tlie Klonaike. 

Walter Preasprich, of New York, was 
among the Warrimoo's arrivals last 
evening. For at least thirteen months 
he has been in Queensland, and says 
concerning that country that the 
drought there is now about over and 
that considerable rain has fallen in re- 
cent weeks. lie says that much of the 
excitement over the Klondike gold 
fields has abated, but for all that a great 
number of miners are coming this way. 
Some of those aboard the steamer with 
him were Ooolgardie miners, and they 
have come north more to see what the 
country was like than to commence 
vork immediately, each being possessed 
of some means aa a result of their 
labors in the Coolgardie 'districts. 
Mr. PresBorich. himself, is here for 
pretty much the same purpoie and ex- 
pects to go north pretty soon. He re- 
ports the Adelaide Steamahip Company 
and the Australian Steam Navigation 
Company of Sydney, N.S.W., are adver- 
tising steamers to run direct from that 
port to Dyea and Skagway carrying first 
class passengers for about £35, and 
second class travellers for £20. Each 
company will start their service with one 
steamship end will despatch them north 
about the middle of February. The 
steamers had not yet been secured by 
the companies up to the time of Mr. 
Pressprich's leaving Sydney, but it is 
stated the vessels looked for will be large 
and capable of carrying many hundred 
passengers. They are expected to reach 
the gateways leading to the northern 
gold fields some time in March. 

Just hefore reaching the Fiji islands 
the routine of the trip was varied by an 
exciting incident. At Sydney tsvo atow- 
awajH had managed to conceal them- 
belvea, and they woro not diacoverei) 
until the veesel liad steamed Eoveral 
liundred miles out. Tnen tiiey were 
found hiding behind the captam's cabin, 
and were at once locked up. When 
brought before the captain they were 
half dead with cold and hunger, They 
were left at Wellington, New Zea- 
land, and will be punished ior 
trying to steal their paesage. 
At Wellington two more young fellows 
endeavored to get a free trip to Canada, 
but they were on board the vessel only a 
few honrs before they were discovered. 
It was decided to put them in charge of 
the proper authorities at Suva, Jbiji 
Islands, and the stowaways were conse- 
quently manacled but allowed the priv- 
ilege of a certain part of the ship, Ilear- 
ing of the experience of the Auatralian 
Btowawaws, however, they decided to 
mal:e an attempt at escape before 
Suva was reached. One of them in 
some way managed to slip his irons, and 
hunting up a plank threw it overboard 
and jumped in himself. It waa aeveral 
minutes after the stowaway's plunge 
that he was discovered nearly a quarter 
of a mile astern, and the cry " Man over- 
board I " brought all the passengers on 
deck. They watched with bated breath 
what promised to be a thrilling tragedy, 
for the waters around Suva are alive 
with sharks, but, unaware of this, 
the daring stowaway coolly paddled 
towards the port. The steamer 
waa brought to, and a small boat was 
lowered. Before the latter could reach 
tlie stowaway, however, an immense 
shark was discovered apparently within 
a few liundred yards of its intended vic- 
tim, A tlirill of horror ran through the 
apcctatora, aa the watched the race for 
life between the boat and the shark. 
When the latter was it seemed only a 
few yards from the now horrified' stow- 
away the shouts of the sailors frightened 
it off. Several moments afterwards the 
half fainting stowaway waa broagbt

London Police D.eclare Them a Nuisance 
and the New Woman's Competition 
Therefore Disappears. 

London, Jan. 29.— The police have 
stopped the latest form of street adver- 
tiaement, which has become a nuisance, 
A band of comely young girls wearing 
white conical hats upon their' frizzed 
heads and attired in red, yellow and 
blue skirts, have been traversing the 
West End, advertising jam wafers. The 
girls made a display of placards bearing 
the words " Eaten by the Queen," and 
distributed handbills among paaeera by. 
The police, in order to make a test case, 
arrested one of the girls in Regent street 
upon the charge of obstructing the 
street. She waa taken to the police 
court and fined five shillings, 

LONDOJI COUNTY COUNOIL. 

Political Controversy Over the Approaching 
Election. 

London, Jan. 29. — The campaign for 
for the London county council election 
on March 3 opened on Wednesday with a 
rousing meeting at St. James' hall, which 
stirringly answered Lord Salisbury's at- 
tack on the county council. Earl Car- 
rington, who presided, vigorously at- 
tacked the Marquis of Salisbury's de- 
sign, which he alleged was a blow at 
popular representation, and intended to 
silence the voice of United London, dis- 
integrating it into many impotent parts. 

Liberal newspapers promise a hot 
fight, and the Daily News opens the ball 
by Baying: " The leaders of the Tories 
are resolved to introduce into the muni- 
cipal afl'airs of London the peculiar tac- 
tics of New York. Envying the success 
of Croker, they will do their best to have 
a council of elected partisans of their 
political platform. Mr. Balfour, the 
Duke of Devonshire and Mr. Chamber- 
iaiu are to make speeches in behalf of a 
contractor, a sweater, water companies 
and grand landlords. Mr. Chamberlain 
will be in his element, from the' crown 
of his head to the sole of hia foot. He 
is a typical Tammany boss, can tip the 
wink, blow the.gaff, rig the market and 
run the show." 



ONTAEIO ELECTIONS. 

Chief Government Ornan Invites the Oppo- 
sition to a Stand-np Ftght. 

TonoN-TO, Jan. 21). — {.'Special)— The 
Globe B^iya on thd Ontario elections; 
" The policy of the Liberals is to compel 
their opponents to fight in the open, to 
encuurnge a most thorough enquiry into 
the provincial administration and dis- 
cuaa jirovincial questions on the broad- 
eat grounds, tu inform the paople, to 
trust the people and await with calm 
confidence the pnblic verdict."

THEATJBICAL EVENTS. 

Dublin Excited Over Prohibition of Ama- 
teur Theatricals— The Flays in 
London. 

London, Jan. 29. — The patentees of 
thrte Dublin city theatres, under the 
old law of George III., have issued a no- 
tice prohibiting amateur theatricals, as 
the act referred to gives them a monop- 
oly of theatrical performances. AH 
Dublin is simply in arms at this and 
threatens not to attend the theatres.

Great Northern Extension to Winnipeg-A 
Northwest Member Against Mono- 
poly In Yukon Railways. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 29.— (Special) — Frank 
Oliver, M.P. of Edmonton, delivered a 
lecture on the Edmonton route to the 
Yukon. Interviewed before the lecture 
aa to how he regarded the Stickine- 
Teslin railwoy deal, Mr. Oliver replied 
tuat he knew practically nothiuE of the 
details, and was therefore not in a poti- 
tion to express an opinion thereon ; but 
he waa not against any Bcheine for the 
opening up of the Yukon country, pro- 
'Vlding that the government did not 
assist it to tbe exclueion of others. The 
Edmonton route is of great importance 
to Manitoba, and the developing of the 
Yukon country by means of it is a ques- 
tion that Winnipeg should be economi- 
cally interested in.

UNEASY FBANCE. 

Fear That Internal Agitation May Encour- 
age Foreign Aggression. 

London, Jan. 29. — While the situation 
in the Far East continues to proceed 
peacefully, and there id every indication 
of an amicable understanding between 
the powers, the situation in France, in 
the opinion of well-informed persons, is 
a grave menace to peace: and in the pres- 
aent excitable state of^ the nation and 
shaky condition of the ministry some- 
thing ia likely to occur to disturb Euror 
pean peace. 

A note of warning has been sounded 
by some French newspapers, which urge 
a cessation of the present agitation in 
France, pointing out that the country, 
should not play into the bands of Ger- 
many. 

Le Petit Journal says : " The govern- 
ment may soon be unable to prevent 
some one in authority from making a 
statement which ia liable to occaalon a 
conflict. We have certain proofs that 
Germany foresees the possibility of war 
and is making arrangements accordingly. 
She means to be in the right and accuse 
us of making trouble." ** 

The relations between France and 
Great Britain are also drifting towards a 
criaia. The Niger negotiations in Paris 
have not reached an agreement, and 
there are no signs of them doing so. In 
the meantime everything is tending to 
take questions out of tlie hands of the 
diplomats and leave them to be settled 
by the handsome soldiers. 

The Manchester Guardian remarks: 
" If Lord Salisbury cannot come to an 
agreement with France, he cannot, with- 
out a loss of something more substantial 
th III prestiee, much longer delay the oc- 
cupation of the disputed territory. Al- 
ready British troops oc:;upy parts of the 
Koriru country, and v.'hile the interna- 
tional commission is marking time in 
Puna tne rival claimants of Africa are 
drawing perilously near each other. TiiIr 
constitutes the real danger of the situa- 
tion." 



A Modern Pilgrimage. 
IjOndon, Jan. 29.— On the eve of their 
departure from Hull on Wednesday the 
Fisk University singers made a pilgrim- 
age to the birthplace of William Wilber- 
force, whose name is chiefly associated 
with the abolition of the slave trade, 
rhey marched up High street in a body 
accompanied by a large crowd. The 
aiiiKera uncovered and for several min- 
utes mutely contemplated the surround- 
ines. Then they burst out singing 
•'John Brown's body lies mouldering in 
the grave." The incident made a great 
impression locally. 

Bolivian Troubles. 
LiM.\, Peru, Jan, 29. — According to 

dispatches from La Paz, the nominal 
capital of Bolivia, that city has been 
declared in a state of seige. Zolo, Flores 
and other personages belonging to the 
opposition have been banished.

■cover an ordinary outfit. Miners are 
not likely to think about this, and we 
sugeeat to all our contemporariea that 
,they aboald advise them' to inaqre.; We 
«1bo recommend all merchanta and 
otbera doiDg an outfitting boBineaa to 
recommend their cuatomera to take out 
inaarance polieieB.

It ia a pity that 
this particular defendant does not get 
BOLue one to advise him as to what the 
law ia under wJiicli he is to be tried, for 
if be goes along with the notion that the 
issue is whether a member of a govern- 
ment may properly become a director in 
41 company, be will go to prison, by and 
bye, aa sure aa a gun is made of iron. 
AVhat person ever advised this particu- 
lar defendant that any court can try the 
gentlemen named for having become di- 
rectors of a company'; Aa a matter of 
fact, it may be questioned if any evi- 
dence can properly be given on the trial 
of the cause to show whether they are 
directors or not. Certainly the prose- 
cution will not give any such evidence. 
We do not supposJ that any one 
will try to prevent the defence 
from doing ao; bat the simple fact 
that such evidence may be given 
•will prove nothing in the way of 
justification. According to what this 
defendant says, it would be a sufficient 
defence to the prosecution to show that 
those dontlemen were directora in the 
company named ; but any lawyer will 
tell him that tbia ia no defence at all, 
aud that if no other juatification than this 
ia given the presiding judge ■will be com- 
pelled to tell the jury that there has been 
no defence, that is, aaauming the re- 
aponsibility of the defendants for the 
publication to be established. 

To illustrate the point, suppose that a 
paper should publiab that John Smith 
was a dlreotor.o! a company, when in 
point of fact he wae" not, no prosecution 
for libel would lie against it, althouRh 
an action for damages might, if he could 
abowbo was Injured ; but if a newspaper 
should print that John Smith corruptly 
nnd dishonestly became a director of a 
company, then a prosecution for libel 
would lie, no matter if there werenosuch 
oompany in existence. It a man charges 
another with having done a thing 
feloniously, it is no deffence to lui action 
for libel or to a prosecution that; ho in 
point of fact did it, unless the felonious 
character of the act is proved. We think 
it important tbatvtheee matters should 
be understood, foir while it is desirable 
: ithat men should not be aubjected to 
: libels, the preaa ahould understand what 
latitude is allowed it in the discussion of 
public affaiiTB, and how far it may go in 
speaking of what may in one sense bo 
Ltc'^nrded aa jjrivate matterr. 

Let U8 follow the . contention of this ^ 



defendant a little further. If a court 
can pronounce upon the propriety of a 
minister of the crown becoming the di 
rector of a company, it follows that the 
presiding judge would be obliged to give 
the jury some direction upon the point. 
The jury looka to the judge for the law, 
and the judge would be obliged to tell 
the jury that there ia no law governing 
the matter. Hence a jury under the 
judge's inatructions might be bound to 
find a verdict againat the defendant; 
and yet it might well be that the mins- 
ater, by becoming a director, had done 
something which was very culpable and 
for which the legislature ought properly 
to demand his resignation. We again 
tell the defendants that the legislature 
and the pabliq : press are the places 
where the ezpediency ofmlnfatera be- 
coming concerned in busineaa enter 
prisea ought to be diacuaaed. The only 
bar before which ministers can be ar 
ranged for acta of tbia nature is the bar 
of public opinion. It ia fitting, and in 
every way desirable, that there ahould 
be the fullest discussion on matters of 
this 'kind. The defendants in these 
auits, and every other newspaper in the 
land, every member of the legislature, 
and every private individual, baa the 
freeat and fuUeat right to discuss now or 
hereafter, in any place, at any time, 
whether a cauae ia being tried or 
ia not being tried, the ex 
pediency of ministers of the crown 
engaging in busineaa transactiona of any 
kind that is likely to compromise them 
in their official position. The press can- 
not be gagged by a prosecution. The 
moutba of members of the legislature 
cannot be closed byaQ action at law. 
We repeat, that the position taken 
by the defendant newapapora and by the 
Speaker of the legislature, that, pending 
the trial of these prosecutions, all dia 
cuasion of the propriety of the action of 
the miniatera must be auapended, ia 
utterly without any wairrant^ and if it 
could be suatained, it would be one of 
the worst blows ever struck at liberty of 
speech, and the means of opening the 
door to all manner of wrong. Happily 
the law is not aa these people would 
make it out to be. The press is free to 
condemn or commend the action of the 
gentlemen in the matter referred to, and 
the Hoase is at liberty, if it so desires, 
to put upon their action the stamp of its 
disapproval. 



THE ORIGIN OF RELIGION. 

No race of men hda yet been discover 

ed, of whom it can be said with certainty 
that they have no conception that may 
be described as a religion. There are 
some of whom it has been atated'that 
they appear to have nothing of that 
nature; bat experience shows it ^to^ibe 
unwise to infer too much from what ia 
firat learned in the course of the atudy 
of atrange peoplea. If any one haa ever 
attempted to aacertain from an intelli- 
gent Indian what he underatands the re 
ligiouB ideas of his race to be, he will 
admit that he found great difficulty in 
making himself understood or in grasp- 
ing the meaning of what he has told. 
A recent writer, speaking of Rusaians, 
aaya that they have ideas and re- 
gard things from standpoints, which 
no other people in the world can 
appreciate. The educated claasea, he 
aaya, aflect the aame viewa of thinga 
as prevail in Western Europe, but 
down in their hearts there is the atrange 
indefinable racial influence thatmahea the 
Moujik of the steppes so difliareDt to the 
people of any other part of the world. 
If this is true of a race which haa been 
in contact with civilization, after a 
fashion, for centuries and who profess 
Christianity, what may we not expect of 
tribes that have lived in iaolation from 
the earliest known period of their ex- 
istence? Investigators may be unable 
to find anything in their thoughts of a 
religious nature; but this does not war- 
rant the conclusion that they are with- 
out religion. Arguing from analogy, 
we are justified in inferring that no 
tribe of men is without a religion of 
some kind. By a religion we mean the 
recognition of some connection between 
the duty of man and the existence of a 
Buperhuman power. 

This religion may be manifeat in forma 
widely divergent, as in the case of the 
demon worahip of some racea, which ia 
the control of life through fear, and the 
purest form of Christianity, which 
means the control of life through love. 
Between those two extremea everything 
may be found, and perhaps the moat re- 
igionH are a combination of both. Is 
anything inferrable from this universal 
sentiment? : Some sajr. that it ia the re- 
sult of ieducation ; that no man, left to 
himself, would invent any such cult as 
Ohrietianity or even the lowest form of 
idolatry. Wo doubt this. We think that 
much muat be attributed to education. 
But education presupposes an educator, 
We may have learned our religion from 
our fathers, and they from their fathers, 
and BO on; but prolong the list as far as 
we may, we in the end reach someone 
who had no one to teach him, and hence 
muat have evolved the idea from his own 
couHciouBneaa or received it through 
innpiration. \Vs submit that the cham- 
pions of the, educational origin of reli- 
gion must accept one or the other of 
these alternatives. Whence, then, came 
the thing in the first place? 

We see no reason for nocesaarily at- 
tributing it to inapiration, aa that word 
ia generally understood. Paraphrasing 
Herbert Spencer, wo may aay that we 
think wo perceive in human nature all 
that ia neueesary for the evolution of the. 



higheat type of religion,cortainly enough 
to account for the origin of universal 
religion, of what may be called the 
religious instinct, which, as we have 
said above, asaociatea man'a duty with 
some superhuman power. We think a 
mistake ia made by those who call them- 
feelves free-thinkers in underrating the 
value of those phenomena of exiatence, 
which are manifeat in the aaperstUion 
of the savage and the faith' Of the en- 
lightened Christian. The instinctive 
longing which all feel for something 
beyond this life, or to put in on a lower 
plane, the instinctive dread by the low* 
eat savage of demoua which he auppoaes 
to infest the air, is as real and aignifiea 
aa much as the inatinctive longing for 
food which comes, upon a hungry man. 
This dread, or longing, or whatever the 
'feeling may be, that reachea out for the 
Buperhuman, is much a fact, from wliich 
argumenta may be deduced, as any 
other fact in nature. It ia as much a part 
of nature aa is the solid ground beneath 
our feet. In this we find the origin of 
religion, juat as we find the origin of 
science in the firat effort of the Ijwe t 
type of man to make himself a weapon, 
the origin of literature in tjie firat twig 
broken lis a guide to a p.tthway, aud the 
origin of music in the crooning of some 
savage mother to her babe. This does 
not leave inspiration out of considera- 
tion ; but who shall define what inspira- 
tion is or what it is not? 

LET THE NATIONS PAUSE. 

A new crisis has arisen, before 
which the Eastern question is dwarfed 
into insignificance and the Chinese difii- 
cnlty becomes as, easy as a problem in 
the rule of three. .. Erastns Brainerd, of 
the Seattle Ohamber of Commerce, brs 
declared that if he wants to go over the 
Pasaea no government on earth can stop 
him. The Statesman's Year Book, by 
some remarkable oversight, does not 
give Mr. Brainerd's military and naval 
rating. This omiaaion complicates the 
case materially, because Mr. Brainerd's 
belligerent qualities being an unknown 
quantity, there is considerable doubt aa 
to what would be the result if anyone or 
all the nationa of the world should con- 
clude to take up the gauntlet thrown 
down in this peremptory fashion. 

Fortunately we have at Esquimau a 
very fair squadron, which might be able 
to protect our homes and fireaidea tem- 
porarily, at least, if Mr. Brainerd ahould 
conclude to cry havoc and unloose the 
dogs of war without further notice. Eut 
aa, while true that " thrice armed is 
he who hath his quarrel just," it is like- 
wise true that "four times is he who gets 
ilia left in first," we hope tbe_Imperlal 
authoritiea will send aeme veasela from 
the fieet in Chinese waters over here at 
onctf to nip Mr. Brainerd in the bud be- 
fore he ahall, to use the language of Sir 
Boyle Roche, " burst into a conlhigra- 
tion that will deluge the world." 

The strangest feature of the case ia 
that thia new Ajax, this defier of the 
lightning of all the nations, haa hitherto 
bluahed unseen and waated bia aweet- 
ness on the desert air of obscurity. 
Whence came he? What ia he? Wliat 
haa he done that his name ehould be 
used to afi'right the nations? 'Sdeath, 
by our halidom and things like that, me- 
thinks thia braggart doth' protest too 
much. His defiance is to his own coun- 
try as well as to any other. Has the 
Klondike trade exhausted all the corks 
in Seattle that the mouth of tbia tre- 
mendous person remains unstopped? 

TiiB Colonist begs to inform the Times 
that it does not know where, when or to 
whom the alleged prophecy of Buona- 
parte, aa to the Muscovite and Teuton, 
waa made. We do not know that he 
ever made it; but the saying has been 
attributed to him time and' again during 
many years. The article in the Colon- 
ist in which the expression occnrred waa 
suggested by the letter of a correspond- 
ent, who quoted the eo-called prophecy 
and asked for an editorial upon it, which, 
by the way, was the second time during 
the week that thia particular expreeaion 
came under our notice. 



In the lateat published re-sumo oi the 
mining regulations the only place in the 
Yukon where licenses can be obtained ia 
stated to be Dawson Oity. We draw the 
attention of the newspapers on the 
Sound to this. If tbey are mindful of 
the welfare of the people who are going 
North they will publish thia fact. It ia 
an o.^ceedingly important piece of in- 
formation and ought to be widely dig- 
seminated.

Tub annual meeting of the Victoria 
Building Society was held yesterday 
evening for receiving the auditors' and 
secretary's reports and balance sheet, 
which were read and duly adopted. The 
following board of directors was subse- 
quently elected: W. D. McKillican, M. 
McGregor, W. W. Northcott, James F. 
Fell, 0. D. Mason, A. Stewart, and Sam- 
uel Reid. At a later meeting of the di- 
rectors, W. D. McKillican was re-elected 
president, M. McGregor vice-president. 
Fell & Gregory appointed solicitors, and 
J. Taylor, enrveyor. Messrs. W. Scow- 
croft and J. E. Church were elected au- 
ditors, and Mr. A. St. G. Flint again 
chosen aa secretary. 

Thomas Collins, one of the best 
known newspapermen in Western Can- 
ada, died at hia residence, 14 Avalon 
road, on Friday altera long illness. The 
deceased was a native of Stonehonse, 
Plymouth, Eng., and coming to Canada 
in 1870 made Ottawa his home for some 
seven or eight years. Afterwards he 
moved to Winnipeg and later to Portage 
la Prairie, where he published the first 
paper printed to , the westward of the 
Prairie Province's capital.. For two years 
he was reeve of Portage la Prairie, and 
throughout that district he was widely 
and popularly known. He moved to 
Victoria in 1888 and for some time had 
eharge of the Standard. He also held a 
position on the Times, and in latar years 
had management of the Chilliwack Pro- 
gress. At this time ill-health had begun 
to trouble him and for long he had not 
been able to leave his house. He was 50 
years of age and leaves a widow and two 
children— John Collina and Mrs. J. 
Byrn, both of whom are residents of Vic- 
toria. The funeral is announced to take

Victoria underwriters have escaped 
luckily in the case of the Corona, wrecked 
in northern waters, the escape being the 
more remarkable as it is only a few 
weeks since the policies on the ship were 
held here. Whether the Corona at the 
time of her coming to grief waa fully in- 
sured is not known to the local agents, 
but it is believed she was, and nothing 
waa carried on the cargo or outfits of 
paesengere, some of whom have lost their 
all. No steps have been taken towards 
sending a boat north from Victoria to 
assist tlie paBBengers ns the AIki, of the 
same line, will he ab'e to render any 
assistance required. Where the steamer 
struck is considerably out of the course 
of navigation, and it would seem that 
the miatake waa made by the ves- 
sel steering for Bush Point on 
Porcber island and thence north- 
ward. The proper coarse for a 
vessel after leavinir Gibson island 
ia to got bearings by Kennedy island 
which has a high, bold shore line, 
through Arthur passage, and keep this 
course until White Cliff island is 
reached. Whether the accidents was 
due to Captain Pierce or to the pilot ia 
not known, but both are said to be com- 
paratively new to the route. It would 
aeom that the skipper of the Coqnitlam 
mistook Gate island for Mary, thus 
bringing hia ship into a regular archi- 
pelago, a long distance to tbe aouth 
westward. No fresh information in 
connection with tho Corona developed 
yesterday, nor is it probable that any 
such intelligence^iwill .come to hand 
until the Alki reaches the Sound with 
tbe unlucky passengers, among whom 
are Mr. Dennison, of Nanaimo, and a 
large party of Nanaimo men who had 
invested every .dollar of^' which tiiey 
were poBsessed in Klondilce -oatfits how 
lying utterly rnihed in ttie i^old of the 
sabmerged steamer. The Ooquitlam, al- 
though making from 16 to 2u inches of 
water per hour when met at Wi angel by 
the Danube, had five pumps on board to 
keep it down, and. her skipper antici- 
pated not the slignteat trouble in re- 
turning to Vancouver unaided. The 
Alaska, not the Alaskan, proves to have 
been the third vessel to have come into 
trouble recently in northern waters. 
She was an old steamer, for some time 
passed employed in northern coasting 
and ferrying, and met with her misfor- 
tune also near the mouth of the Skeena, 
aettling down on a reef and puncturing 
her hull. She sank a short time later 
in deep water, from which she can, iiow- 
ever, be raised without much difhculty.

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Details of the Dominion Proposals 
Which Have Staggered the 
Northern Prospectors. 



Haudsomo Annual Fees Charged 
Prospectors and Claims Besides 
tiie Big^ Boyalty. ' \ . 



The following are details of the new 

regulationa iBSued by the Dominion gov- 
ernment to apply to the Yu kon : 

Ftee miners shall mean a male or 

female over the age of IS, but not under 
that age, or a jointatock company named 
in and la vf ally. poBBeBsed of valid exist- 
inK tree miners' certificateaj and no 

other. ■ 

A free minerys certificate shall not be 
transferrable. This bertiflcate may be 
granted for one year, to run from the 
date thereof or expiration of the appli- 
cant's then existing certificates, on the 
payment thereof of the sum of $10, unless 
the certificate ia to be iaaued in favor of 
a joint stock company, in which case the 
fee shall bo $50; for a company having a 
nominal capital exceeding $100,000, the 
fee shall be $100. 

Only one person or joint stock com- 
pany shall be named in a certificate. 
This certificate sbali also grant 
the holder the privilege of fishing and 
ahooting, subject to provisions of Jaws; 
the privilege of cutting timber for actual 
neceaaitiea, for building houaea, boats, 
and for general mining operations ; - for 
the excluaive use of the miner himaelf , 
but anch permission shall not extend to 
timber which may have been granted to 
other persons or corporations. 

Oertificates may be obtained by appli- 
cants in person at the department of the 
interior at Ottawa, or from the ageuta of 
Dominion lands at Winnipeg, Man. : 
Calgary, Edmonton, Prince Albert, in 
the Northweat Territories; Kamloopa 
and New Westminster, B. C. ; at Daw- 
eon, in the Yukon disirict; also from 
tho collectors of customs at Vancouver 
and Victoria, B. C. 

No person or any joint stock company 
■will be recognized as having any right 
or interest in or to any claim unless he 
or it or every person in his or its em- 
ployment shall have a free miner's cer- 
tificate unexpired, and on the expiration 
of a free miner's certificate the owner 
thereof shall absolutely forfeit all his 
right and interest unless he shall on or 
before the day following the expiration 
of such certificate, obtain a new free 
miner's certificate. 

Nevertheless, sbonld any co-owner fail 
to keep up his free miner's certificate, 
such failure shall not cause a forfeiture 
or act as an abandonment of the claim, 
but the interest of such co-ownora, pro 
rata, according to their former interests; 
provided, nevertheleaa, that a share- 
holder in a joint stock company need not 
be a free miner. 

Every free miner shall, during the 
continuance of hia certificate, have the 
right to enter, proapect or mine for gold 
and minerala upon the landa of the Yu- 
kon, whether -veated in the crown or 
otherwiae, except upon government 
reaervatioua and land lawfully occupied. 

A creek, gulch, river or gulch, river or 
hill claim, shall not exceed 260 feet in 
length in the general direction of the 
srream or ravine on which it fronts, and 
shall not be more than 1,000 feet in 
width. Each alternate ten claims ehall 
he reserved for the goveument of Can- 
ada. 

Thnt ia to say, when a claim ia located 
tue diecoverer's claim and nine addi- 
tional claims adjoining each other and 
numbered consecutively, will be open 
for registration. The next ten claims of 
■250 feet will be reserved for the govern- 
ment and so on. 

The penalty for trospaasing upon a 
claim reserved for the crown ehall be 
the immediate cancellation of any entry 
or entries which tlie pereou trespassing 
may have obtained, whether by original 
entry or purchaae for a mining claim, 
and the refusal of the acceptance of any 
application which the persona trespass- 
ing may at any time make for a claim. 

If any free miner or party of free 
tminers discovers a new mine and such 
xiiacoveiy shall be established to the 
satisfaction of the mining recorder, 
c-reek, river or hill claims of the follow- 
ing aizf-a shall be allowed: 

To one discoverer of claim, ISOO feet in 
length; to a party of two discoverers, 
two claims, amounting together to 1,000 
feet in length ; to each member of a 
party beyond two in number a claim of 
the ordinary b'v/.o only. 

A claim shall be recorded with the 
mining recorder in whose dietrict it is 
aituated within 10 days after the loca- 
tion thereof. 

Entry shall not be granted for a claim 
which haa not been staked by the appli- 
cants in the manner specified in theae 
reKulations. An entry fee of $15 shall 
be charged the first year, and an annual 
fee of $16 for each of the following years. 

A royalty of 10 per cent, on the gold 
mined shall bo levied and collected on 
the gross output of cicli claim. The 
sum of $2,500 shall be deducted from the 
gross annual output of a claim when 
estimating the amount upon which roy- 
alty is to be calculated, but tho excep- 
tion shall not be allowed unless tho roy- 
ajtv ia jjaid ut a banking oflice or to tho 
4!of(l commissioner or mining recorder. 

The following regulations are adopted 
for the issue of leases to persons or com- 
panies who have obtained a free miner's 
(Crtificftte to dredge for minerala other 
than coal in the submerged beds of 
livers in the provincial district of 
Yalcon in the Northwest Territory:: ' 

The lessee shall be given the exclusive 
right to subaqueous mining and dredg- 
ing for all minerals, with the exception 
of coal, iii and along an unbroken extent 
of live milea of a river. 

No more than aix such leaaea will le 
iesuad in favor of any individual or 
company, so that tho mnximum extent 
of a river in and along which any in- 
dividual or company shall be given the 
exclusive right above mentioned, shall 
•under notircumstances exceed 'M miles. 

The lease shall be for a term of 30 
yeara, renewable in the discretion of tho 
minister of the interior. The lessee 
-Bhsll have at least one dredge in opera- 
tion upon the five milea of river leased 
to him within two aeaeona from the 
•da'te^bf bis lease, and if, during one aea- 
8on,'v^.wbehV'°pperationa can be carried 
on, he fails to efficiently work the same 
to the aatlafaction of the minister of the 
interior, the lease shall become null and 
void, unless the minieter of the interior 
«sball otfaerwiBe decldOi 



Provided, that -.vhen any company or 
individual has obtained more than one 
lease, one dredge for each 15 miles or 
portion thereof ahall be held to be com- 
pliance with this regulation. 

The lessee shall pay a rental of $100 
per annum for each mileof river ao leaa- 
ed to him. The leasee shall also pay to 
the crown' a'iroyajty of ten per cent, on 
the ou tput fh, excras of $15,000.

The Cblef Features of tbe Past Week Brlef- 
'w >\i''- iy Reviewed By a Critic. 

The principal musical event of the 
past week was Mr. J, G. Brown's annual 
Burna concert on Wednesday evening. 
It was much appreciated as uauai al- 
though it must be confessed that Scotch 
concerts are a good deal more interesting 
to those who derive their nationality, 
directly or indirectly from north of the 
T\veed than to the eouthron. To the 
outsider there is a sameueaa in tho 
music, if not in the ideas, that soon 
palls. The remark is often pasted that 
Scotch muaic is bo sad — something like 
Scotch folks perhaps. It is no doubt 
difficult to introduce much variety 
wiihin the somewhat limited scope oi 
Scotch music exclusively, still Mr. 
Brown may be recummended to strive 
in that direction, and if he does not feel 
at liberty to go beyond Auld Scotia, the 
introduction of more concerted muaic 
would certainly be an additional attrac- 
tion. There are I should think plenty 
of duets, trios, quartets and oho r uses 
to choose from and these might be 
t.-uated to give relief. A conatant auc- 
ceesion of solos unrelieved is too often a 
feature of local programmes and any 
departure from what is almost a rule 
would certainly be welcomed by audi- 
ences. 

I have been favored with an advance 
copy of tlie Choral Union programme to 
be performed on Wednesday in Institute 
ball. It has evidently been drawn with 
a view to meet many varying tastes, but 
Mr. Greig will excuse my saying that he 
erra in much tho same fashion as Mr, 
Brown, only in a ditlerent direction. 
This programme appears to me to have 
too many choruses, although perhaps 
this is intentional, for choruses of any 
kind are not often heard here. And as 
the Ohoral Union has been practising 
diligently for some months, the result 
may be expected to be rather out of the 
common. What may be called the 
heavy portion of the programme is taken 
from the standard oratorios, " Messiah," 
"Creation," " Elijah " and "St. Paul." 
Then there are tho maaterly "Evening 
Hymn," from Sullivaii'a Golden 
Legend," and an etiually fine compo- 
silion, though in a totally difl'erent 
style, Gounod's " By Babylon's Wave." 
Few who have heard this will ever for- 
get it, and the concluding chords are 
really creepy. The relief which was re- 
ferred to above seems to be provided by 
a solo, a duet and a trio, more or leas 
well known. The Choral Union ia well 
deaerving of support, were it only for 
the fact that the class of composition 
they sing ia not to be heard elsewhere, 
and it ia to be hoped the musical pub- 
lic may rally around them on Wednea- 
day.

He not only governs, but rules, aud is in 
reality tbe actual leader, of tlte .nation 
and disposer of the destinies, of Ger-

TRAIN WEECK IN MAINE.

After disposing of a very great volume 
of routine work, .the Frovincial Board of 
Health at their seaaion, concluded yes 
terday, prepared and considered a pam 
phlet on vaccination to be distributed 
throuKhout British Columbia. It ii 
probable that three-fourths of the chil 
dren in this province under six are un 
vaccinated. After the pamphlet has had 
time to circulate, it will be followed by 
some information aa to the best means 
for maliinp; this precaution. 

Another pamphlet upon dry earth 
closets was considered, these closets to 
be adopted in places in the province 
where no system of sewerage exists, the 
old methods for the disposal of human 
excreta being exceedingly dangerons to 
public health, notably in producing 
epidemics of typhoid and similar 
diseases. 

The subject of river pollution was 
well disdaBsed. TTpoQ' this subject the 
provincial board holdB atrong views, 
viz., that the fresh water bodies of the 
province should be kept, pure at any 
price. Certain towns — Rossland, Nel- 
son, Kamloops, for example — if left to 
themselves propose to run their sewer- 
age into fresh water bodies. AccordioR 
to the law of the country such action is 
illegal and the provincial board inti- 
mated to these places that the proper 
means of ultimate disposal of sewerage 
is by its application to the soil either by 
some sach process as septic tank sub- 
surface irrigation, intermittent down- 
ward filtration, broad surface irriga- 
tion, or other metbol in accordanc" 
with the recent advances in the science 
of eewerage disposal formulated b> 
sanitary engineers. 

The recent diacovery of disinfection by 
means of formaldehrydOi hy which dis- 
infection is done without injury to any 
material, also occapied the attention of 
the board. This plan bids fair to take 
the place of the old method of disinfec- 
tion by sulphur di-oxide. 

It was determined to modify the regu- 
lations of the Provincial Board of Health 
concerning diphtheria so aa to bring 
them into accord with recently acquired 
knowledge resulting from the introduc- 
tion and use of anti-toxine. 

A supply of pure water having become 
available at Union, B.C., through the 
completion of the waterworks system 
there, the board ordered the closing of 
all wells in that place, these wells being 
dangerous. 

A large portion of the timeof the board 
was occupied in receiving and discussing 
the health reports from the various mu- 
niciptilities. The retnrna from Vancou- 
ver and Victoria indicated that the mor- 
tality in both of these citiea is only a 
fraction over eleven per thousand of the 
population, a fact which speaks volumes 
for the climatic and sanitary conditions 
of these places, This death rate includei» 
Chineao and Indians. 

The reports of Dr. Geo, H, Duncan 
secretary of the board, and Mr. Glive 
Phillipps-WoUey in resppct of their tours 
of inspection throughout the province 
during the past year were received and 
discussed. The§e reports make It evi- 
dent that the inapection of the province 
by these gentlemen on behalf of the 
Provincial Board of Health has been moat 
thorough. Almost every town and ham- 
let in the province was visited by these 
gentlemen, its condition from a sanitary 
standpoint carefully inquired into, its 
environment and natural water supply, 
etc., examined and reported upon, and 
such saditary reforms instituted in each 
locality as the circumstances of the case 
required. Copies of the public health 
act and sanitary regulations of the Pro- 
vincial Board of Health were left in each 
place and carefully explained to the ofii- 
pialswhose duty it is to put them into 
effect, and the actual work of sanitation 
commenced under the personal supervi- 
sion of these gentlemen. 

In some instances, aa a result of this 
work, local epidemics of disease which 
existed at the timft^ibf the visit of these 
oflicera of the bbaird were immediately 
arrested, as for inatance in Slocan City. 
No better illujtr^tipn.omje .application 
of scientific qaiiutary measulres can be 
given than the recentepidemic of scarlet 
fever at Kamloops, Ten years ago, it <s 
safe to say, such an epidemic would have 
spread to every otlior city in the pro- 
vince, and in such places as Vancouver 
and Victoria certainly a large proportion 
of the children under six years of age 



would have contracted the disease. In- 
stead of an epidemic such as this, the 
immediate and remote effects of which 
are beyond calculation, only a few cases 
occurred outside of Kamloops and thus 
the most difficult of all the infectious 
diseases to arrest wna kept within the 
narrowest limits. 

The subject of the unsanitary con- 
ditions existing amongst the Chinese 
was forcibly brought to the board's at- 
tention by part of Mr. Wolley's report, 
in which he stated that after eighteen 
months' service all over the province, 
he was of the opinion that the greatest 
danger to health in British Columbia 
was that caused by the filthy habits of 
these men who live in our midst, as un- 
clean in their habits as sewer rats, top- 
dressing the vegetables they sell to 
whites with foecal waste to watering 
them with urine. A number of other 
dangerous and filthy habits common 
amongst the Gbineae were referred to, 
their dwellings were described and re- 
ported upon, and the board considered 
the manifest injustice of allowing these 
men to live under conditions which are 
dangerous to their neighbors and which 
indirectly enable them to compete upon 
unduly favorable terms with the white 
inhabitants of British Columbia. The 
board determined to take immediate 
stops to investigate the - Chinese 
nuisance and treat it as drastically as 
tjie law allows. 

The resignation of Mr. C. P. Wolley as 
sanitary inspector of the board was 
banded in, and the members of the 
board expressed their great regret on 
losing the valuable services of this 
gentleman, and passed a resolution in 
accordance with this sentiment. Mr. 
Wolley, during his connection with the 
board, by his straightforward determina- 
tion to do hia duty under moat dif&cnlt 
circumstances— notably in the Kootenay 
districts, where all aanita^ law was die> 
regarded by the inhablt«its_of the towns 
springine into existence, typhoid fever, 
etc., occurring as a result — has saved, 
through his determined effort to insti- 
tute sanitary reform, many lives and 
untold suflering to the inhabitants of 
these communities. It is safe to say 
that the board will find it extremely 
di.licult, if not impossible, to replace 
this gentleman. Such was the general 
ly t^xpreaeed opinion of the board,
